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Money to Help Retarded Children 
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surer] cash income for needy 
families picked up impressive 
support from business men as 
well as conservative economists 
— a development which, if more 
widely known, might have tem- 
pered the surprise of the skep- 
tics. 


Talk of a guaranteed annual 


income began to be heard In- 
creasingly in the middle 1960's. 
However, 
that phrase— which 


President Nixon and congres- 
sional backers of the plan still 
recoil from— was not universal- 
ly used. Instead, 
proponents 


talked about a negative income 
tax or children's allowances. 


The idea of a negative income 


tax, although in a form quite 
different from what was finally 
sent to Congress, was advanced 
early by Milton Friedman, a 
University of Chicago econo- 
mist. He became an adviser to 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, the 1964 
GOP 
presidential 
candidate, 


and later to Nixon. 


The pure theory is that if citi- 


zens pay taxes on income above 
a certain level, it is appropriate 
to pay something to citizens 
whose income is below that lev- 
el. 


Children's allowances are not 


theory but fact in some 62 west- 
ern nations. Ordinarily they are 
paid without regard to the finan- 
cial status of the parents, thus 
avoiding the humiliation of a 
' means test. As proposed for the 
' United States, such tests would 
be coupled 
with 
income tax 


rates set so better-off families 
would repay all or part of the 
allowance. 


An early and consistent advo- 


cate of children's allowances 
was Daniel P. Moynihan. This 
recurrently controversial Har- 
vard liberal served President 
Lyndon B. Johnson as an assist- 
ant secretary of labor and reap- 
peared in the Nixon administra- 
tion as top White House aide on 
urban affairs. 


Advocates of the various in- 


come assurance plans kept turn- 
ing 
up before 
congressional 


committees. The response tend- 
ed to be that, while their ideas 
were 
Interesting, 
they were 


hopelessly opposed to the often- 
cited American Puritan ethic: 
Work for what you get. 


But meanwhile dissatisfaction 


was mounting with the state- 
federal welfare system, which 
came to consist largely of Aid to 
Dependent Children, typically to 
fatherless families,

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


caddie who has carried Gary 
Player's bags for the past nine 
years abruptly shifted to anoth- 
er bag today amid growing ru- 
mors of threatened demonstra- 
tions against the South African 
star in the Masters golf tourna- 
ment this weekend, 


The caddie, Ernest Nipper, 


didn't say why, 


A fellow caddie said the rea- 


son was that Nipper had been 
warned by a militant activist 
group, which has made veiled 
threats against Player because 
of his country's apartheid poli- 
cies. 


Player was asked the reason 


for the change. 


"Nipper isn't caddying for me 


this year— I have a new cad- 
die," he said. He declined to 
elaborate. 


Asked the name of his new 


boy, the South African shrugged 
and replied, "It's a local boy." 


The local boy is CarlJackson, 


a stringbean regular at the Au- 
gusta National Club.

threats," said Jackson. "No- 
body's said anything to me." 


Fred Bennett, the caddie mas- 


ter, 
acknowledged 
that 
the 


change was a bit irregular but 
declined to comment on it. "I'll 
have to ask Nipper," he said. 


He said Nipper's case is dif- 


ferent because Nipper is a trav- 
eling caddie. Most of the Mas- 
ters caddies are local boys. Nip- 
per was assigned the bag of Chi 
Chi Rodriguez. 


Meanwhile, despite efforts to 


play down and cool the situa- 
tion, an atmosphere of tension 
prevailed at the normally se- 
rene Masters, renowned for its 
relaxed southern setting. 


Every time Player strikes a 


ball or walks from green to the 
next tee, a cordon of uniformed 
Pinkerton security police may 
be seen forming a protective 
circle around him. 


They try not to be obvious, 


but they can't help it. 


One young cop always at his 


elbow has a mustache and long 
sideburns. He admitted Player 
was his personal responsibility. 
There are others equally re- 
sponsible. 


How many? 
"I'm not permitted to say," 


one of the cops said. "But how 
many do you see?" 


At least a half-dozen, guns on 


hips, stood by menacingly. 


"I think you'll find a few 


plains clothesmen around also," 
one of the security officers said. 


When Player finished Mon- 


day's practice round, shooting a 
sparkling 67, he was hustled into 
one of the private rooms at the 
club where he went into a brief 
conference with Masters' offi- 
cials. 


Nobody would divulge the pur- 


pose of the secretive meeting. 


"I have no comment," a dis- 


turbed Player said. "I think it 
would be better if this whole 
thing were dropped. I am not 
mad at anybody. I love every- 
body— regardless of race or reli- 
gion." 


At the PGA championship last 


year in Dayton, Ohio, a demon- 
strator tossed a cup of ice in 
Player's face. There also was a 
scuffle on one of the greens. 


There were rumors of threats 


when Player rejoined the tour 
this spring in Florida, but so far 
there has been no incident. He

guard in Miami. 


Player, winner here in 1961, Is 


one of the top favorites this 
week. He won the $36,000 first 
prize in the Greater Greensboro 
Open Sunday.

He was honor- 
able mention Ail-American on 
the 1962 Associated Press team. 


Van Eman was a third-round 


draft choice of the Syracuse 
Nationals of the National Bas- 
ketball Association in 1962, but 
also was drafted by the New 
York Yankees baseball organi- 
zation. He decided to play with 
the Yankees. 


Van Eman said his decision 


to go into baseball instead of 
basketball was based partly on 
his 
family 
background. 
His 


father played for the New York 
Giants' organization in the 1920s 
and his brother, Bob, played in 
the Texas League in the 1950s. 


Another reason for choosing 


baseball, Van Eman said, was 
money. "With the bonus that 
the Yankees offered, I couldn't 
afford not to go into baseball," 
he said. 


Van Eman played for Idaho 


Falls, 
Idaho, 
in 
the Yankee 


farm system during the sum- 
mer of 1962. 


That same year lie was asked 


by Coach Ralph Miller, who 
was then head basketball coach 
at Wichita, to join the coaching 
staff there.

An F100 jet was 
shot down In the southern Lao- 
tian panhandle, through which 
the Ho Chi Minh trail carries 
North Vietnamese supplies and 
troops to South Vietnam. 


One pilot was killed and the

At Dak Seang, eight miles 


east of the Laotian border and 
277 miles northeast of Saigon, 
"the situation continues to be 
critical with no apparent letup 
in sight," a report from U.S. pi- 
lots on the scene said. 


The 496 North Vietnamese re- 


ported killed there was one of 
the highest tolls for a single en- 
gagement in the war, but the

the South Vietnamese claim. 


The fighting was triggered by 


sweeps outside the camp by two 
South Vietnamese ranger batta- 
lions and civilian irregulars led 
by U.S. Green Berets.
